He 
is, for the time, the property of the public. Therefore any 
peculiar views which he himself may entertain must be 
smothered and kept back. Even his ience, being but 
one Constience, mast yiel? toxhe —— of the weajogs- 
ty. Thies te wo more than right, und tw cannus ba doomed 
a polite speaker, who broaches any opinion of his own that 
he thinks is not in accordance with the cpinions of those 
whom he addreeses. It would be well for the speaker to 
make himself acquainted with -any little local prejudices 
which his audience mayhave, before he mounts the rosrum, 
for it will enable him to addrees the hearts of the assem- 
bly, their consciences and feclings answering, eye to eye, 
with the sentiments of the orator. 

There are several reasons why this course should be pur- 
sued. Oneis, that it is the height of arrogance for one man 
to imagine he can teach the public anything new—and, a- 
gain, it is an infringement upon eld and long established 
opinions, which, we know, grow tough with years; and 
coneequently should never be molested. Besides these suf- 
ficient reasons—the sovereign peopic have lately discovered 
a way to convince anruly speakers of the pernicious tenden- 
dency of their views by the use of brickbats, bludgeons, and 
other argumentative weapons which are not to be lightly 
provoked. Therefore, shou ld there happen to be any new 
doctrines which havg become popular, yon may make a hit 
by violently espousing them—and if there is any particular 
individual or class of individuals against whom the public 
have conceived a trong dislike, you will find it very much 
to your advantage to go beyond all your predecessors in his 
or their fi ti Hecting, at the same time, that 
you are not to examine into the cause of the dislike which 
the public may have conceived against them—for that would 
be to question the infallibility of the majority, than which 
a greater t emy.could not be uttered in this free, repub- 
lican ry. 

By strictly adhering to these rules, you may gain distinc- 
tion as an orator—for, although your remarks may be no 
more racy than those of an auctioneer, and your hearers 
may go away without a new sdea—having heard no more 
than they all knew before; yet it is enough, now-a-days, 
if they can lay their hands on their hearts, and sa y that you 
have said nothing out of the way.
